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1. Twenty military trucks arrived at Chinghsi (106-25; 23-09) From Vietnam 
on 4 November 1951. All were loaded with raw rubber and they were guarded 
by Communist troops, four armed soldiers on each truck, 


2. Twenty trucks per day went from Chinghsi to Nanning between 4 and 7 November. 
It is estimated that they carried a total of about 200 tons of rubber. 


Be Thig. is the first instance observed of rubber being shipped from Vietnam 
to Nanning. 
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
